‘Thoy stated that thoy yelled at the Indian to 
jeave onough gas in the cay for them to get out which he 
indicated he would. 


After entering the museum they obsexved approximately 
eight people consisting of Indians, Chicanos, and one wnite 
male. They stated all people im the muscum wore amacd with 
vities which appeared to them to ba hunting weapons out were 
unable to furnish the caliber but did state none of the weapons 
scen were of an automatic nature. Tacy stated that while in 
the museum they were asked for identification and searched. 


They indicated that while in the miseum a male Chicano 


-appeared to be the spokesman. ‘They identified this individual 


as a Mexican in his mid 20's, approximately 5’ 10" in height, 
heavyset weighing approximately 180 pounds, with kinky haiz, 
wearing an Avay Field jacket, Army pants, with a Moxican Liag 
sown to tha sleeve.

They described the inside of the museum which was desige 
nated as headquaxters for security as being a room approximately 
txenty-five feet by forty fect containing two desks and a 

bar containing a mimeograph machine which was being operated 
by a whiteblppy-type male. They again reiterated that all 
individuals consisting of approximately eight persons were 
azmed, some having ausunition clips which he stated in total

It was their observation that the people in the village 
were only concerned with naticnal news coverage, were very 
wunorsanized, and not well supplied, and im a mass state of 
confusion.
